It is curious to nolice howe intexpiiilug these 
foreign Journals are, and how totally different’ 
on the bisiness as well as the editorial side 
{rom similar publications in their own ‘mother 


~country, Even the Bohemians have (wo dailies 
in their own language, and each has its weekly 
and Sunday edition, for all the world like a. 
miniature Nez York Herald, . 

The Hungarians have four or five newspapers, 
a couple of them ‘published daily. Stranger 
still, there are five or: six periodicals for the 
Syrians and Arabs—a. couple of dailies and 
three weeklies among them, The latest comer 
is a Polish daily, which bas two other com- 
pelitors in. the same lauguige; and there are 
three Danish, (wo Finnish, and two Swedish 
journals, one of the last-named being a labour 
paper, a3 one might expect, having regard to 
(he immense proportion of Swedish working- 
men immigrants. < 

The Japanese in New York City’ have their 
own weekly. hewspaper, and also a monthly 
tmngazine. Even the Chinese and the Russians 
have their weeklies in this wonderful city, Al- 
together there are now three Greek newspapers 
in New York, but. strangely enough only one 
in French, One is surprised, by the way, how 
few French people there are in New Yorle, 

There is a paper in’ Croat, one in Servian, 
others in Slovak and Stoven, Here, then, we 
have upwards of twenty'different tongues, 
There used to be an. Armenian paper, but it 
moved to Boston, It is queer how all these’ 
journals appearto thrive, the only sickly one on 
the list being a Lithuanian weekly, which 
Even the 


published in German. 

Nor is Park-row, with its huge skyscrapers, 
the only Fleet-street of New York City, for it 
is represented on both the east and west sides, 
A: -Eust Broadway and Rutgers-street ‘we come 


‘upon the quarter of the Jewish or Yiddish 
papers. Ags one might, suppose, the Jewish |- 
dailies, both morning .and evening, are tho- 


roughly up to date, have the best and most ex- 
pensive ‘telegraph service, with composition 
done on linotypes of special construction, and 
the printing on fast presses of the lastest type, 
‘The very type-writers and cash legisters.in the 
business depatments of ‘these journals have 
Yiddish characters. . : 
. [tis not difficult to accoutit for the thriving 
condition of these journals in Hebrew, for there 
are upwards of five hundred thousand Jews in 
New York City alone, so that it is no wonder 
the principal ‘Hebrew joutnal claims a circula- 
tion of seventy thousand or seventy-five thou- 
Sand copies daily. i ; 

Itis in Greenwich-street that we come upon 
the Croatian daily and the Sloven weekly; and 
in Washington-street and West- sstreet respecs: 
tively, we find the offices of the journals print» 
ed io Arabic. In: sixth-street the passer-by 
would nol suspect the existence of the Hun- 
garian “Fleet Street,” since the newspaper 
shops appear to be hidden away among hare 
bers! shops, bakeries, and public-houses, In 
William-street ate located the Chinese and 
Japanese weeklies; one of the Greek dailies 
will be found in Stone-street; the Servian 
paper in Eleventh-avenue, and the Russian 
weekly in East Seventy-second: ‘st eet. 


‘Naturally, the smaller papers ‘have no news 
service of their own but merely translate from 
their big brothers, such as the Herald, Worlds 
Jourgal, Sun, and Times, In most cates one 
small room is both the editoriat, composing, 
and business office, while the press wark is 
done at a j'b printei’s outside, A weekly |. 
letter: from the old country is always a 
feature. ‘

Quite recently we ‘announced in our 
columns the fact that the authorities in the 
Philippine Islands are using their best ctidea: 
vours with a view. of fostering the shipping 
trade of the port of the capital of. the islands 
in order to make Manila the distributing 
centre of the trade of the Orient. As 
way ‘then slated a committee had been 
. | appvinted to investigate the harbour regula 
J tions and the restrictions’ which: hamper 
American and foreign trade, and to pro- 
mulgate a plan for (heir improvement. It was 
also to inquire into the working of the harbour 
regulations, and to consider the question of 
lowering the port dnd harbour dues, so that 
Manila may become the distributing centre 
from, Singapore to Manchuria, The great- 
est reliance is placed on the character oJ 
the new docks to attract shipping, It is 
pointed out that large steamers arc ‘unable 
to approach within fifteen ot twenty mites 
of Shanghai ; while at Hongkong and Singa- 
pore ships, iriust lie out in the roads, on 
account of the lack of docking accommoda- 
tion. By using the new, docks, now under 
constriction in Manila, vessels Gan load or 
woload with the, same ease: and facility 
as they can in New York or. Liverpool, 
Following upon the programme comprising 
the scope of the Committee's inquiry we 
learn, from the latest Manila exchanges; that 
the Commission has adopted a resolution 
authorizing the engineer in charge of the’ 
improvements of the: port of Manila to ad- 
vertise for bids for the construction of two 
wharves, both of concrete and steel, one 70 
feet wide and Goo fect long, and the other 
110 feet wide and 650 feet long. , The ap- 
propriation for the payment of ‘these wharves 
is fo be made when necessary from the pre- 
sent or future public improvement bond issuc. 
It is the opinion of the responsible authori- 
tied for the greater commercial development 
of the port that the resolution settles ‘the

«+ |} the Commission has thought it wise to retain 
the power in its own hands, This -may, or 
may not, be considered a wise step, but fol- 
lowing our own example, commercial interests 
in undertakings of the kind just decided upon 
by the Manila Government could better he 
carried out and more economically controlled 
by private enterprise rather than as a State 
* . venture. In our own Colonies it has been 
a accepicd a6 an axiom that Government 
interference in what pertains to: the sphere,|. 
of the commercial individual, is to be 
avoided. The recent expropriation of the 
Singapore Docks is so exceptional. in Ths 
character, ‘that’ the taking over of 
the property to be “run” by a Trust, 
is justified on grounds of public necessity.
